Love of God and Love of Man constitute the 

I # « , 

essence of religion. It is time that men’s atten* 
tion should be drawn from the non* essentials or 
the husk of religion to its essentials which form 
its kernel. Nothing has done so much mischief 
to the world as religious big' try and dogmatism 
on non-essential points of religmn. Nothing has 
led so much to bloody wars and fiery persecutions 
as the same. 

What constitutes the e^enee of religion becomes 
at once evident to us when we put the ques- 
tion to ourselves: If a man lo-ve God and num 

with all his heart, all his mind and all his strength, 
but cherish certain erroneous notions in point of 
doctrine "will he not he saved, i e . obtain God? 
We at once get the answer from within ourselves 
that he will undoubtedly he saved Even the firm- 
est believers in any of the prevailing religions, 
such as the late I)r. Pnsey was in Christianity, 
are constrained to admit this truth. The Persian 
poet Attar relates a, beautiful story Castrating 
the same : “ One night Gabriel, from his seat 

in Paradise, heard the voice of God sweetly respond- 
ing to a human heart. The angel said : e Su.'o- 
lv this must he an eminent servant' of the Most 
High whose spirit is dead to lust and lives on 
high.’ The, angel hastened' over lgpd® and sea to 
find this m.n, btit could not find him in the earth 
or heavens. At last he exclaimed ; ‘ O Lord, 
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show me «the way to this object of thy love/ Go„d 
said : <i Tufti thy steps [to youj village and in that 
pagoda thou shalt behold him/ *The angel sped to 
Hhe # pagoda and here Tie fouod a solitary mam 
kneeling before an # idol. Returning he cried : ( O 
Master of the world f hast thou looked with love 
on a man who invokes an idol in a pagoda?’ God 
said : — ' f I consider not the error of ignorance ; 
this h<jart,* amid, its darkness, hatli the highest 
peace? ” The moral <j]P this story applies to follow- 
ers of such idolatrous religions as inculcate the 
love o4* God or pyty anjp'iove of man or morality 
and not to those of immoral’ idolatrous religions, 
though, with regard to even the«e religions, we 
might remark with l/irker that men* y**o better 
than their creeds.” lowers of those religions, 

in spite or their immoral teachings;, have been 
observed to leaden practice pure and blameless 
lives. On the whole, however, those religions can 
not be included in life category of religion. Exclud- 
ing tlioqp, ajl religioij|, whether polvt heist ic or mo- 
nothel^lic? that inculcate the Tove of God and the 
love of man, are*patitf to salvation, straight or <Uvf- 
ous, according to the amount of religious truth wliich 
each contains, .Napoleon 1. said: “Paradise is a 

central spot urtiero the souls of all maukind arrive 
by different roads Each sect has its own jAr^jauhiV 
path.” ParlctgHlays : “As many me n^&g mtny theolo- 
gies, but religion is one. As there is onlf one ocean 
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so there is only one religion/ 1 And what is*, this One 
Religion but Love ok God ami Love of Man f In fact 
creed or dogma is nothing compared with love. Com- 
pared with the knowledge fohich God has of religious 
truth, the difference between the, knowledge of the 
greatest philosopher and thfft* of the rudest savage 
sinks into the greatest insignificance. Why then fight 
so much about dogma f It is no doubt our duty to 
bring over other men to what we consider he the 
true religion, hut we should dj; it by means of* argu- 
ment and gentle persuasion instead of displaying the 
least odium tfteologicum. 

There is an astonishing agreement between the* 
pious sayings of pious men of all agoa and countries, 
but innumerable differences of opinion in point of 
doctrine between them. Tljofte pious sayings meet 
With greater response from our souls than their 
particular opinions on particular ^points of religious 
doctrine. Their songs and prayers to God under 
whatever nrirae addressed, and* their lessons on the 
moral duties of man invariably find*** rc^idy way 
to our hearts, hut not 4 so all their opinions points 
•of religious doctrine. The pious sayings of even such 
pious idolaters as Ram pra^ad of Bengal, Tulsidas of 
Upper India and Tukaram of Maharashtra invariably 
meet with response from our hearts hutmot so all ex- 
pwtroits of mere creed or dpetriue by preachers of 
m o^o tli eiftk; ^el i g i o n s , 

We should regulate our conduct by keeping a 
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Constant «ye upon the essentials of religion* We 
are apt Ho R>se sight of them in tpe mists of sectarian 
prejudice, partiality and passion. We are apt to 
forget them in the heat of religious discussion, 
in the distraction ,o£ philosophical speculation, in 
the excitement of religious delight and in the engross* 
ment of ceremon^vl observances. We* are so bent 
upon thrusting our own particular opinions on non- 
essential points of religion on others that we consider 
them # to be essentiallyinecessary for salvation. Wo 
are apt to forget that we ourselves are nftt infallible, 
that mir own op'yiions c;jrall subjects of human inter- 
est were not exactly the same ’twenty years ago as 
they are now. We arc apt to forget that all members 
of our own sect or party, if they frankly their 

whole minds, do not fioid exactly the same opinions 
on all subjects concerning religion as wo do. We 
are apt to Torget that the religions opinions of man 
are subject to progress and they will not he the sjyne 
a century after war tfs*as they are now. \Ve, Theists, 
have asL mugh right to^ay that^men of other religious*, 
less t^vaneed in religious knowledge ttan we are, 
will not he savetl, as»Theisf.s who will live centuries’ 
hence wilt Imve of saving^hat we, the present Theists, 
will not have # been saved cni account of our errors. ' 
Fallible nnrtf cannot with good grace be a dog-^ 
matist. * We should h^more mindful of jperfSrtni gg* 
our religious and moral duties an4 ^ rawing gnen’s 
attention to those duties than dogmatically thrusting 
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our particular opinions on particular points * of religi- 
ous doctrine upon others. 

Learned dissertations on theology and controver- 
sies on the subject of religion are useful in their own 

way, but true religion before the Lord does not* con^ 

£ 

sisfc in them. It consists in a hnan’s “visiting the 
fatherless and! the widow in their affliction and keep- 
ing himself unspotted from the world/’ that is, from 
vice. We are apt to lose sight of the essentials of 
religion in the distractions^ of^ philosophical specula- 
tion. If we intend not to satisfy our spiritual thirst 
with prayer and devotion *befo»'e ^ascertaining the 
foundations of religion, we would act like the foofc 
who resolves not to satisfy his thirst before finding 
out the rings of a river. We are apt to lose sight 
of the essentials of religion, in. the excitement of re- 
ligious delight. Some people consider processions, 
festivals and religious music as the 'be-all and end-all 
of .religion. They are no doubt useful in their own 
way, but they are not the be-all "and end-all of reli- 
gion. We are apt to lose sight- of the essentials of 
religion in the engrossment of ceremonial ^bsevv- 
antes. Every church organization, eVbn the most fiee 
from forms and eeremonial^bservauees, such as The- 
istic churches not excepted' must have, some forms 
and ceremonies. Men in general lay undue stress on 
t the'cflj^rvance of these forms /md ceremonies. Cer 
tain £orms affe doubt* necessary for %V«ery religion 
•and church organization, but we must not consider 
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them to b£ the be-all and end -all of religion. Really 
pious pJlytlieisfcs and idolaters such as Ramprasad 
of Bengal, Tukaram of Maharashtra and Tulsidas 
of Upper India are very much against laying undue 
stress on forms and ceremonies. They are vehement 
in their denunciatioi) f of overfondness for such observ- 
ances. There is astonishing* agreement between 
the really pious of all ages and countries in this res- 
pect. in slTort, even ^nee thinking of God amidst 
worldly business, spealiing^even a single truth when 
we are strongly tempted to speak untnfth, restrain- 
ing eVen once Imger any other passion under 
strong provoeatioy, going even once to the hovel of a 
poor man to help good is infinitely better than writ- 
ing thousand learned dissertations on the^JJjgy, con- 
ducting thousand controversies on the subject of reli- 
gion, performing thousand religious ceremonies and 
attending thousand religious festivals and proces- 
sions. 

We should not only regulate our own conduct 

by an eyi^t<^the essentials of i^ligion but, while prc» 

pagating the religion we profess, we should draw 
• • • 
men's attention more? to love of (-rod and love of iftan 

tltfin doctrinal points. Wc are morally culpable be- 
fore God if vtelay greater stress on the husk instead 
of the kernel of religion ^ m 

Thj EssenJ^al Religion does not admits of cfiuiyli* 
organization* There can be no suef£sec£» as tlJU Es- 
sential Religionists. The Essential Religion i§ not / 
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the exclusive property of any particular cedfc'or church. 
tb is the common property of all sects and church* 
ea. The members of all sects and churches should 
regulate their conduct according to its dictates* 
A man is pious in proportion as ^ic does so. There 
is an astonishing agreement between the really pious 
of all denominations in their sayings and acts, but 
no agreement between the pious and the impious of 
the same denomination. The pious of art sorts and 
churches, true servants of , the* Lord, under whatever 
strange name or disguise they may be concealed > 
form an ideal universal chut%h by tRnnselves. There 
can therefore he no sect in the Essential Religion. 
Besides, a number of men, banded together and call- 
ing the^elves Essential Religionists, must have a 
particular conception of the Deity and future state 
and follow a particular mode of worship. This par- 
ticular conception and particular mode of worship 

would at once determine them as a sect. These par-

ticular conceptions of God and future state and modes 
of worship give rise to religions sects Smpng man- 
kind. Every individual man cannot avoid .. joining 
a sfecfc according to his own particular convictions. 

Differences of religion liinsfc always exist in the 
world. To quote Parker again : u As 'many men so 

many theologies ” As it is impossible to obliterate 
differences^ face und make ill faces exactly resem- 
ble eifch oth^/stf it is difficult to obliterate distinc- 
tions of religion. Differences of religion have aU 
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waysexieted in ihe world and will exist as long as it 
lasts. A is "impossible to bring over men to one and 
the same religion. A certain king remarked : “ It is 
impossible to make all watches go exactly alike. 
How k it possible to*bring over all men to my own 
opinion ?* Various ftpVers would always exist in the 
garden o£ religion, ^ach having a peculiar fragrance 
of its own. Theism being the most fragrant of them 
all* Bearing thi§ in piind, we should tolerate all 
religions though at the%am£ time propagating the re- 
ligion which we consider to be true by means of 
argument and gentle per^gion. We should joler- 
ate even such agiujstieal religions as Vedantism and 
Buddhism as they inculcate the doctrine of the exis- 
tence of God though the followers of those Jjligions 
believe Him to be impersonal, the doctrine of Y6ga 
or communion # with Him to which men must be im- 
' pelled by love of God, and the doctrine of love of 
man or morality. §^>me people speak of Buddhism 
as an atheistical religion. Even if it were true that 
Buddhismjis % system a£ pure atheism which it is noV 
the phrase w atheistical religion*' eannojb apply to ifc^ ^ 
The expression "atheistical religion" is a contradic- 
tion in terms? There can be no religion if divorced 
from God, We* should tolerate all religions. We

Theism, the religion which we Th^«sts profess, is the 
greatest help to the Essential Religion. Theism is 
the truest religion that has yetr appeared In the world 
and is therefore the straigbtes£ 7 path to salvation com- 
pared with other religious. Theism, as the highest 
and most developed form a2 Religion/' entertains’ ideas 
of God, future state and morality far superior to other 
religions and there by facilitates the attainment of 
salvatiolf in an eminent degree. Pious Theists

would obtain salvation sooner and in an easier way 
than the pious of other religions. «*It c-s for this rea- 
son, we are Theists and propagate our dearly beloved 
Theism to the best of our po^r. This we do by 
presenting its intrinsic beauty to men instead of 
w assuming an aggressive attitude to otfi err religions. 
iWe do not now publish pamphlets, against* Hindoo 
idolatry such as the u Pauitalik Prabodhc?^ or against 
Christianity such as the ^‘Rational Analysis of *the 
Gospel” as xre did in the "infancy of .^rahmoism or 
Hiivdf'CK 1 Theism.
